ing oommanded the Bnsh when she 
made ao many captures two years ago; 
and Mr. Tingle, supervising 8i)ecial agent 
of the treaanry department, met aa u by 
concert, with the nreaident in Ua library 
and diacnased for two honrs the Behring 
aea queation. The diaonsaion waa farther 
continaed at the oatainet meeting which 
lasted two boors and a half. 

A cabinet officer informed the repre- 
sentative of the Korrfa American Com- 
mercial company, which has the con- 
tract for UUing seals at the seal islands, 
that the cabinet seached no oonclnsioa 
in the matter.

The fanners' union is a fairly repre- 
sentative organisation, and is oompose^l 
of delegates from the open and secret Al- 
liance, the Ghrange, theTatrons of Hus- 
bandry, the Mutual Benefit aasociation. 
and all other; farmer'a aocietiea having 
state or county organisatioa. The pre- 
sent meeting is the outgrowth of a state 
convention last fell, at which time it 
was decided to hold another ssssion be- 
fore the fall election. 

The third party movement will meet 
with some oppontion, but conversation 
with delenites developes a strong senti- 
ment in Its favor, and doea not leave 
much room to doubt that it will carry. 

A prominent member of the open Al- 
liance, who is here as a delesate to the 
Union, says that the platform to be 
adopted here will not be an indorsement 
of that adopted at the recent Cincinnati 
convention. It will be more neariy an 
indorsement of the state Alliance plat- 
form adopted at Oalion. He gives the 
substance of the platform which he has 
drawn up and expects to have adopted. 

It demands unlimited quantity of sil- 
ver; loans of unlimite<l amounts to farm-

iNCWgASE OF IMM IORATION. 

Tho BoyorU for April Show Tkat X% to Far

WAflHmoTOir, May tr.— The immigra- 
tion statistics for April show that dur- 
ing one month there arrived in the 
United States from Russia and Poland 
7,501 immigrant", an increase over the 
year of 1890 of 8,301. And the move- 
ment is gaining, not losing, for in the 
four months which ended with April 
tlie arrivals of such refugees numbered 
some iJ,(KM) over the previous similar 
I)eriod. Their poverty and degradation 
and pitiable condition may well move 
the stoutest heart. The immigration 
figures have, however, some hoi)eful 
spots in them.
